Chewing Away at Inflation 


; President Carter managed to unite another 
‘Soatition this week, but not quite as he in- 
tended. In his economic message to Con- 


Sess, the President put Big Labor and Big . 


Business on notice that he plans to monitor 
important wage settlements and price in- 
creases, 80 as to guard against inflation. 
᾿ Both were quick to record their lack of en- 
‘thusiasm, reflecting their common view that 
monitoring is a first step toward wage and 
price controls. : 

Business and labor have a point, of course. 
if the tax and job mackage finally produced 
‘by Congress brings with it a return to 
double-digit inflation, price controls may 
follow. The fact that President Carter reit- 
erates his opposition to controls means 
little. Even to hint now that controls He 
down the road could make it impossible to 
avoid them, 

But the fears seem excessive. The Pres- 
ident’s principa: counselors are opposed to 
«controls and the chairman of his Council of 
Economle Advisers, Charles Schultze, has a 
better idea. Mr. Schultze and his former 
colleagues at the Brookings institution, 
George Perry and Arthur Okun, favor a so- 
called voluntary incomes policy, what in the 
jargon of the 1960s was known as “Jaw- 

The idea is simple: The White House sets 
road guidelines for wages and prices, match- 
ing wages to expected gains in productivity 
and prices to expected changes in business 
costs, If a union or industry ignores the 
guidelines, the President attempts to cali 
them to account. The punishment might be 
only a lecture on public responsibility, 2 
civics lesson, Or, in @ refinement called 
“jawboning with teeth,” it could be 8 nip 
off the balance sheet, offenders might be 
frozen out of government procurement pol- 
icles or threatened with a loss of protection 
egainst foreign competition. 

As 8. practical matter, labor is bound to 


feel the pressure of guidelines first, as man- 
agement resistance stiffens in contract nego- 
tlations, Mr. Schultze hopes to overcome 
union hostility by offering formal or in- 
formal insurance that corporations will meet 
their part of the bargain by moderating 
price increases. The White House is not yet 
specific on this question but a number of 
ideas are being studied. One plan, offered 
by Mr. Okun two years ago, would compen- 
sate workers for lost purchasing power 
through tax rebates to low-income families, 
money that the government would recoup 
through tax surcharges on business that 
faiied to hold prices down. τς 
Any “incomes policy,” no matter how 

flexidle, would generate inequities. Individ- 
ual unlons and firms are constantly in the 
process of catching up with rivals In wages 
and prices. Whoever is behind on the day 
that guidelines are set is likely to remain 
there, In a complex economy, moreover, 
efficiency requires that prices be free to 
move relative to each other to reflect supply 
and demand. Nowhere is it written that 
one Chevwolet Caprice should always cost 
twelves times 85 much a8 one Amana Radar- 
Range, or that one pint of Breyer’s should 
cost as much as four trips on the Staten 
Island ferry. Yet the longer the guidelines 
are in effect, the less likely that prices 
would match costs or consumer preferences. 
Still, the country should give jawboning 2 
try. A voluntaty incomes policy will lead to 
waste, but so would the traditional method 
of controLing prices solely by choking off 
purchasing power. Inflation rates have 
been cnt in hatt over the past three years, 
but only at the price of millions of workers 
tnemployed and hundreds of billions of dal- 
lars of goods and services unproduced. Are 
we prepared to live with stagflation forever? 
Like old age, to paraphrase Maurice Cheva- 
Her, jawboning. isn’t so bad .if you consid 
the alternative, ᾿

‘The Chat by the Fire 


President Carter's performance beside the 
Whi'e House fireplace Tuesday evening was 
mas.rful in the ways he intended. His 
syntax matched the simplicity of his sweater. 
He came across as friendly and solicitous of 
the country’s hardships and prejudices both. 
He satisfied the nation’s paradoxical desire 
to be led firmly and yet to have its concerns 
open:y recognized and addressed. Those 
who may have been misled by the narrow 
margin of ‘his victory last November should: 
know now that his hold on public opinion 
will be formidable. 
. That, plainly, was the President's over-. 

riding purpose in his first venture into 
prime time. He needs to store up goodwill 
and high ratings to be expended against the 
Congress and other possible centers of resis- 
tance when the alternatives to his chosen 
course ‘gain force, For it was clear in his 
amessage, if not in his style, that he is ‘hold- 
ing back the fire for next time. 

The Carter energy program will emphasize 
conservation, he said, and private citizens 
and private companies will have to share in 
the “modest sacrifices.” Transiation: The 
cost of energy must be raised. 

The Carter economic program, he con- 
tinued, is “the best~balanced” he was able 
to produce to stimulate slow growth without 
Tisking inflation or fgnoring his primary 
concern for creating jobs| Translation: 
The immediate stimulus must be less than 
‘Wberals want if he is to hold ἃ consensus for 
major program spending later, hence the 
President will fight to keep his precarious 
‘package from being dismembered. 

The Carter reforms of the federal govern- 
ment, of the welfare system and of the in- 
come tax, he concluded, will be compre- 
hensive but elaborately and openly discussed. 


Translation: He was elected to get that 
mach done, at least, and he will take dead 
aim at the bureaucracy or the Congress if 
they choose to frustrate rather than assist 
the process. ἡ 

Tough words, really, in gentle tones. The 
President has shown that he can stoke the 
embers of opinion. As his constituencies 
begin to break apart over the essentials of 
his program he witt be returning to that 
fireplace to project bis power, challenging 


the opposition with that controlled smile.

oil companies, of bureaucrats or of govern- 
ment itseZf. : 

So far so good. A president in our system 
rightly aspires to enlarge his influence in 
this fashion, even if this President's effort 
leads to some hokey propaganda shows of 
“open” government, “towzhali meetings” 
and broadcast telephone “call-ins.” The 
public will weed out the facts of policy fast 
enough and learn ‘to caiculate their worth. 
He deserves to be heard almost as often as 
he thinks himself welcome in our homes, 

But there is something troubling about a 
president’s unique and unconstrained access 
to the instruments of mass persuasion. 
Legislation cannot compensate for this im- 
bacance, neither can regulation. The net- 
works are neither pure nor perfect managers 


- of their air time, but their judgment is 


preferable to government's. Besides, there 
are not. usually compelling spokesmen for 
Republicans or businessmen or unions who 
ean be given a few minutes of reply time 
to even the score. The only remedy is ag- 
gressive—and expensive—journalism by these 
same networks so that other voices may be 
heard in the same prime time in full and 
continuing debate.
